WASHINGTON (AP) - Tax cuts for 
businesses and indiv iduals nex t y ear 
ap p ear a step closer with release of 
gov ernment figu res sh owing th e 
nation’s economy is growing too slowly 
to keep unemp loy ment from getting 
worse. 
Th e Commerce Dep artment said 
Wednesday th e nation's economy grew 
at an annual rate of only 3.8 p er cent in 
th e th ree-month p eriod ending in 
Sep tember, comp ared with 6.2 p er cent 
in th e second qu arter of th e y ear and 
7.5 p er cent in th e first th ree month s. 
Th e scale measures growth of th e 
gross national p roduct, wh ich is th e 
v alue of th e total p roduction of goods 
and serv ices in th e economy . Most 
economists believ e a 4 p er cent growth 
rate is necessary to keep up with th e 
ex p anding labor force. 
Commerce Secretary Ju anita M. 
Krep s said th e low th irdqu arter 
growth “strongly suggests th e need for 
fu rth er tax reduction.” 
It was th e strongest statement to 
date by a top administration official on 
th e need for a tax cut to stimulate th e 
economy . 
Th e Commerce Dep artment’s ch ief 
economist, Cou rtenay M. Slater, 
agreed with th e secretary , say ing, 
“th e logic p oints to th e need for a tax 
reduction. Th ere is mounting ev idence 
th at some time nex t y ear would be th e 
ap p rop riate time.” 
President Carter h as said h e will 
consider a tax cut to stimulate th e 
economy if th e economy needs sp ecial 
h elp nex t y ear. But h e said h e wants to 
fu rth er assess th e p erformance of th e 
economy before deciding on th e timing 
or th e amount of th e tax cut.

American Telephone & Telegraph, 
the early volume leader among NYSE 
issues, dropped % to 58% after a 1%- 
point decline Wednesday, when the 
company announced plans for a 12 
million-share offering next month. 
The Dow registered an 8.31 loss 
Wednesday to 812.20, its lowest close 
since it finished at 794.55 on Oct. 2, 
1975. 
Losers outpaced gainers by about a 
9-4 margin on the NYSE, and the ex­ 
change’s composite index fell .54 to 
50.65. 
Big Board volume was a fairly ac­ 
tive 22.03 million shares.

Tax Cuts Appear Closer 
For Businesses, Individuals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tax cuts for 
businesses and individuals next year 
appear a step closer with release of 
government figures showing the 
nation’s economy is growing too slowly 
to keep unemployment from getting 
worse. 
The Commerce Department said 
Wednesday the nation’s economy grew 
at an annual rate of only 3.8 per cent in 
the three-month period ending in 
September, compared with 6.2 per cent 
in the second quarter of the year and 
7.5 per cent in the first three months. 
The scale measures growth of the 
gross national product, which is the 
value of the total production of goods 
and services in the economy. Most 
economists believe a 4 per cent growth 
rate is necessary to keep up with the 
expanding labor force. 
Commerce Secretary Juanita M. 
Kreps said the low thirdquarter 
growth “strongly suggests the need for 
further tax reduction.” 
It was the strongest statement to 
date by a top administration official on 
the need for a tax cut to stimulate the 
economy. 
The Commerce Department’s chief 
economist, Courtenay M. Slater, 
agreed with the secretary, saying, 
“the logic points to the need for a tax 
reduction. There is mounting evidence 
that some time next year would be the 
appropriate time.” 
President Carter has said he will 
consider a tax cut to stimulate the 
economy if the economy needs special 
help next year. But he said he wants to 
further assess the performance of the 
economy before deciding on the timing 
or the amount of the tax cut. 
Ms. Slater said the third quarter 
slowdown was primarily due to

spending, 
especially spending on automobiles 
and on food. 
She said the growth report was “just 
one one more piece of evidence — a 
fairly important piece of evidence — 
that we appear to need a tax reduction 
if we want to maintain the kind of 
growth rates we’re talking about.”

DNR Announces 
Grants For 
Local Prefects 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Grants 
totaling $11.6 million in local park and 
recreation projects throughout the 
state were announced Wednesday by 
the Department of Natural Resources. 
The funds will be available to the 
local governments next year from the 
federal Land and Water Conservation 
Fund, if the communities can match 
the individual grants, department 
Director Robert W. Teater told a news 
conference. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes joined with 
Teater to announce the 95 projects and 
said it was in keeping with his ad- 
ministratibn’s commitments to local 
government. 
Rhodes said that for the first time, 
all of the federal funds are being 
distributed to local governments. In 
the past, the department has retained 
some of the money for state capital 
improvements projects. 
The department this year for the 
first time expanded use of the funds to 
include at least two new project areas 
— city zoos and waterfront develop­ 
ments. 
The Columbus City Zoo was 
designated to receive $222,800 and the 
Children’s Zoo in Cuyahoga County, 
$61,470. 
The projects also included $406,305 
for acquisition of the Maumee 
Riverfront Park in Lucas County and 
$62,825 for further development of the 
Lake Erie waterfront 
park 
in 
Cleveland. 
Teater said that while 95 projects 
had been approved for funding, there 
were 83 other requests for over $9.5 
million which could not be funded. He 
said those applications were returned 
to the local governments so that they 
might seek other sources of funds. 
Of all those approved, he said, the 
cities and counties involved said they 
have the matching funds or that they 
will be available.

Everybody agrees Ohio’s 126year-old 
limit on state borrowing is antiquated. 
The disagreement on Issue 4 on the 
Nov. 8 ballot is over the proposed 
“flexible debt ceiling” as a new limit. 
Because of the extremely complex 
nature of the issue, supporters had 
hoped to wage an educational cam­ 
paign, stressing the need for a 
streamline way of paying for capital 
construction projects in the state. 
A confused electorate often spells 
defeat for constitutional amendments 
on election day. 
“I had hoped there would be enough 
money to tell voters what the issue was 
about and why it was on the ballot and 
why they should vote for it,” said Joan 
Lawrence, chairwoman of the Com­ 
mittee for Issue 4. “It’s just not there 
and I don’t think it’s because of an 
assumption that the issue can’t win.” 
Mrs. Lawrence, former president of 
the League of Women Voters in Ohio, 
concedes it is an uphill struggle, 
although, ironically, Issue 4, has no 
organized opposition. 
Organized in the sense of an op­ 
position 
campaign 
committee, 
perhaps, but the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce has fought the proposal 
since its inception as a recom­ 
mendation of the Ohio Constitutional 
Revision Commission. 
“The voters are giving up the right 
to approve the amount of debt, the 
purpose of that debt and the basis for 
the funding of the repayment of that 
debt,” maintains John Reimers, 
director of business taxation for the 
chamber of commerce. 
Under current law, when the state 
wants to float general obligation bonds 
to pay for construction that exceeds 
the $750,000 debt limit, the specific 
proposal, a highway project for in­ 
stance, must go before voters 
statewide. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes submitted a 
multibillion bond package for elec­ 
torate approval two years ago and 
suffered a crushing setback that has 
inhibited further attempts and may 
even be affecting Issue 4’s chances. 
Here is how Issue 4 would change 
present law: 
—Repeal the $750,000 limit on debt 
contracted with backing by the full 
faith and credit of the state. It was 
enacted in 1851. 
—Permit borrowing of up to 8 per 
cent of the average state revenue for 
the two years preceding the loan. 
Requires that debt service — payment 
on principal and interest — can be no 
more than 6 per cent of that average. 
—Requires that at least 4 per cent of 
the state indebtedness must be retired 
each year. 
—Requires a two-thirds vote of the 
legislature before the state takes on 
new debt. 
, 
—Allows 
unlimited short-term 
borrowing for state operating ex­ 
penses, provided the money is repaid 
during the same fiscal year in which it 
is borrowed. 


—Earmarks the first $640 million in 
new debt for roads, bridges and 
transportation, prison construction, 
mental health and mental retardation 
facilities, parks and recreation, 
secondary and higher education, 
senior citizens centers, 
energy 
research and water development. 
This broad base of expenditures 
explains, at least in part, the wide 
support for the amendment.

NEW YORK - The noise factor of 
the su p ersonic 
Concord e was su f­ 
ficiently imp ortant to come to the 
attention of the Su p reme Cou rt. . . bu t 
what of the ev ery d ay noises faced by 
v irtu ally all Americans? 
The homemaker, for instance, works 
amid st cacop hony . 
"The av erage kitchen” accord ing to 
researcher Dr. Jack W estment, 
p rofessor of p sy chiatry , Univ ersity of 
Wisconsin Med ical School, "is like a 
boiler room.” The accu mu lated noises 
of d inner p rep aration, becau se of the 
horrend ou s d ecibel cou nt of ou r ap ­ 
p liances, 
are 
seriou sly 
stress- 
inclu d ing: "The cook might as well fix 
d inner in the lee of a 747! ” 
These 
ap p liances — and ou r 
au tomobiles, jackhammers, motor­ 
cy cles, etc. — cou ld be manu factu red 
to be q u ieter. The makers of noisy 
p rod u cts claim that mu ffling their 
sou nd s wou ld be costly , howev er; 
consu mers wou ld refu se to p ay the 
ex tra d ollars for a q u ieter way of life. 
The p roblem is that we, the p eop le, 
are so accu stomed to noise p ollu tion 
that most of u s take it for granted . 
Althou gh it may seem far-fetched , 
noise has been named a major factor 
in America’s high d iv orce rate, by 
cau sing intra-family conflicts. It is 
held p artly resp onsible for heart 
failu re, ind igestion and ev en insanity . 
Recent find ings ind icated that u rban 
ap flu tmenWiweUing child ren scored 
better on tests the higher their ap art­ 
ments were from the street floor. 
Sp ecifically , child ren liv ing on floors 
u p to the llth-story lev el scored in the 
51 p ercentile on stand ard Metrop olitan 
Achiev ement Tests for read ing. 
Child ren on floors 12 throu gh 18 
av eraged 63 p ercent; on floors 19 to 25 
they scored 67 p ercent, and the kid d ies 
who liv ed really high off the goru nd 
(ov er the 25th floor) scored in the 8 5th 
p ercentile. 
And if child ren are affected by 
ou tsid e noise, consid er the inner noises 
faced by homemakers. Koss Elec­ 
tronics mad e a stu d y of "The Au d itory 
Env ironment in the Home," p robably 
the most d ev astating research ev er 
cond u cted by q u alified scientists. 
Listing noise lev els of 50 d ecibels as 
"The threshold of annoy ance,” 65 as 
the p oint where the "nerv ou s sy stem is 
activ ated ,” 70 as “ actu ally narrowing 
the arteries and 
raising 
blood 
p ressu re,” and 90 d ecibels as "cau sing 
the skin to p ale, p u p ils d ilate, ey es 
close and work efficiency to red u ce 
sharp ly ” — the stu d y showed the 
following ap p liances and their cou nts: 
Range v ent fans, 8 8 d ecibels; garbage 
d isp osal, 8 4; d ishw asher (q u ieter 
mod els), 74; refrigerator d rone, 45; 
blend er, 92; wall ex hau st fans, 90; 
electric mix er, 8 2; and knife shar­ 
p ener, 79. 
Combine these 
noises with the 
d ecibels in the street and y ou hav e 
d aily d isaster. 
It is d ifficu lt to legislate noise, 
becau se noise is relativ e. One p erson’s 
p ollu tion is another p erson’s p leasu re. 
When y ou r d og barks, he is a gu ar- 


d ian: when the neighbor’s d og barks, 
he is a menace. When someone y ou 
lov e lau ghs, it is a joy ou s sou nd ; when 
someone y ou d on’t like lau ghs, it is 
nerv e-w racking. 
When 
y ou 
manu factu re the Concord e SST, the 
p lane makes a sensible sou nd ; when 
y ou liv e u nd er its ap p roach p ath, its 
noise is d ead ly . 
Bu t when, as consu mers, we are 
p ay ing good money for ou r noise 
p ollu tants, we shou ld be giv en an in­ 
formed choice. Raise y ou r v oices for 
the noise-labeling p lan! 
Well, the skep tics q u ite p robably feel 
that good old American know-how 
cou ld cu t noise and keep p rices u nd er 
control. And the Env ironm ental 
Protection Agency is p rop osing a 
sensible 
p rogram 
to 
test 
the 
manu factu rers. 
They p rop ose a p lan that wou ld 
req u ire manu factu rers to p lace noise 
labels on their p rod u cts. With su ch 
labeling, consu mers cou ld make in­ 
formed choices as to which to bu y . 
More imp ortantly , it cou ld encou rage 


makers to go back to the d rawing 
board and u se some ingenu ity toward 
p rod u cing q u ieter p rod u cts at a 
comp etitiv e p rice. 


Of cou rse, the manu factu rers are 
scream ing 
‘‘Gov ernm ent 
in­ 
terference.” At p u blic hearings in 
Washington, they called for v olu ntary 
action 
rath er 
than 
m and atory 
labeling. Comarativ e labeling, argu ed 
one corp orate d issenter, "wou ld 
p rod u ce a v irtu al nightm are for 
regu lated bu sinesses and wou ld resu lt 
in p u blic confu sion.” 


I d o not 
u nd erstand 
bu siness’s 
nightmares, bu t I am certain the 
p u blic wou ld n’t be confu sed by noise- 
comp arison labels. They wou ld be 
d elighted . It’s time the p u blic stood u p 
for its rights and d id its share of 
y elp ing 
in 
fav or 
of 
the 
E.P.A. 
p rop osal; the noise cou ld be d eafening 
for awhile with a national ou tcry , bu t 
once 
the 
Env ironm ental 
Noise 
Program was a reality , we wou ld hav e 
a q u ieter atmosp here.

NEW YORK (AP) - In its noble 
q u est for p erfection in med ical care, 1 
env ironment, technology and ev en 
eq u ality — is America insu ring its 
fu tu re med iocrity ? 
The v ote to d ate, of cou rse, is that, 
no, it isn’t. Bu t the p ossibility is often 
su ggested , and sometimes angrily , 
esp ecially by bu siness ex ecu tiv es. At 
issu e aren’t the goals, they say , bu t the 
way in which we seek them. 
Ed gar B. Sp eer, U.S. Steel Corp . 
chairman, maintains the comp any is 
in 100 p er cent agreement with en­ 
v ironmental goals. In the same breath 
he say s the ad ministration of en­ 
v ironmental laws is costing many 
thou sand s of jobs. 
Alan Miller, p resid ent of American 
Med icorp , Inc., which op erates 54 
p riv ate hosp itals, argu es that the 
Carter ad ministration effort to limit 
hosp itals to a 9 p er cent increase in 
insu rance reimbu rsements will hu rt 
the most efficient institu tions. 
The efficient ones, he p oints ou t, 
alread y hav e striv en to hold d own 
costs. The inefficient ones, in contrast, 
hav e lots of fat to cu t away before 
reaching the bone. 
Ex ecu tiv es of au tomotiv e and other 
comp anies maintain that ou r ap p arent 
d esire to p rod u ce the safest p rod u cts in 
the shortest time is ad d ing inex orably 
to inflation. 
Officials of sav ings and loan 
associations and other lend ers argu e 
that the insistence of gov ernment 
officials and civ ic grou p s that they 
inv est in blighted inner city areas is 
end angering their d ep ositors’ money . 
The general theme of the comp laints 
is that p erfection carries a big p rice 
tag, channeling money 
into non- 
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p rod u ctiv e areas, raising p rices, 
cu tting into job-p rod u cing inv estments 
in new facilities. 


Sp eer argu es that it is economic 
su icid e for steel comp anies to sp end on 
old er p lants to meet clean air and 
water req u irements. Not, he say s, 
when those p lants are 
rap id ly 
becoming obsolete technologically . 
If the same money were inv ested in 
new facilities, he said , the comp any 
wou ld be able to trip le the en­ 
v ironm ental effectiv eness of its 
d ollars. And the cou ntry , not ju st in­ 
cid entally , wou ld hav e more jobs and a 
more comp etitiv e ind u stry . 


"There is no way we can ju stify 
making 
ex p end itu res 
on 
these 
facilities in ord er to bring them u nd er 
comp liance,” he said . 
Wou ld n’t it be better, he asked , if 
su ch p lants, whose life sp an is limited , 
be reliev ed of some req u irements? 
"What wou ld be the conseq u ence if 
we req u ired all au tomobile owners to 
bring their ex isting v ehicles u p to 
cu rrent env ironmental stand ard s?” 
asked an associate. The imp lication 
was that millions wou ld howl in one 
choru s.

Helping The Motorist 


In the days before anti­ 
littering ordinances providing 
stiff fines, Keep America 
Beautiful 
estimated 
that 
automotive 
litter 
bugs 
deposited a cubic yard of trash 
on each mile of roads every 
month. That may no longer 
hold true, but the problem of 
trash created by motorists has 
not been eliminated. 
That raises the question why 
automobiles seldom come 
equipped with litter bags or 
other trash receptacles. Many 


motorists thoughtfully add 
litter bags on their own. As far 
as the vehicle itself is con­ 
cerned, it is an interesting 
observation that cars are 
equipped with recptacles for 
cigarette ashes, but nothing 
else. 
Perhaps the custom is a 
throwback to the days when 
smoking was not under attack 
and litterbug was a word yet to 
be invented. Car makers kept 
up with changing needs in 
other parts of their products, 


but they slipped up on this one. 
And it is such a simple 
oversight to Correct. In large 
quantities, plastic litterbags 
for hanging under the dash can 
be purchased inexpensively, 
complete with advertising 
message. Dealers as well as 
manufacturers could add the 
bags and create a new source 
of good will in the process. 
Vehicles today are self- 
contained in so many ways it is 
strange the problem of what to 
do with trash remains. 


N o ise Factors

NEW YORK — The noise factor of 
the supersonic 
Concorde was suf­ 
ficiently important to come to the 
attention of tile Supreme Court... but 
what of the everyday noises faced by 
virtually all Americans? 
The homemaker, for instance, works 
amidst cacophony. 
“The average kitchen” according to 
researcher Dr. Jack Westment, 
professor of psychiatry, University of 
Wisconsin Medical School, “is like a 
boiler room.” The accumulated noises 
of dinner preparation, because of the 
horrendous decibel count of our ap­ 
pliances, are 
seriously 
stress- 
including: “The cook might as well fix 
dinner in the lee of a 747! ” 
These appliances — and our 
automobiles, jackhammers, motor­ 
cycles, etc. — could be manufactured 
to be quieter. The makers of noisy 
products claim that muffling their 
sounds would be costly, however; 
consumers would refuse to pay the 
extra dollars for a quieter way of life. 
The problem is that we, the people, 
are so accustomed to noise pollution 
that most of us take it for granted. 
Although it may seem far-fetched, 
noise has been named a major factor 
in America’s high divorce rate, by 
causing intra-family conflicts. It is 
held partly responsible for heart 
failure, indigestion and even insanity. 
Recent findings indicated that urban 
apprtmwiWiwaUing« children scored 
Miter on tests the higher their apart­ 
ments were from the street floor. 
Specifically, children living on floors 
up to the llth-story level scored in the 
51 percentile on standard Metropolitan 
Achievement Tests for reading. 
Children on floors 12 through 18 
averaged 63 percent; on floors 19 to 25 
they scored 67 percent, and the kiddies 
who lived really high off the gorund 
(over the 25th floor) scored in the 85th 
percentile. 
And if children are affected by 
outside noise, consider the inner noises 
faced by homemakers. Ross Elec­ 
tronics made a study of “The Auditory 
Environment in the Home,” probably 
the most devastating research ever 
conducted by qualified scientists. 
Listing noise levels of 50 decibels as 
“The threshold of annoyance,” 65 as 
the point where the “nervous system is 
activated,” 70 as “actually narrowing 
the arteries and raising blood 
pressure,” and 90 decibels as “causing 
tile skin to pale, pupils dilate, eyes 
close and work efficiency to reduce 
sharply” — the study showed the 
following appliances and their counts: 
Range vent fans, 88 decibels; garbage 
disposal, 84; dishwasher (quieter 
models), 74; refrigerator drone, 45; 
blender, 92; wall exhaust fans, 90; 
electric mixer, 82; and knife shar­ 
pener, 79. 
Combine these noises with the 
decibels in the street and you have 
daily disaster. 
It is difficult to legislate noise, 
because noise is relative. One person’s 
pollution is another person’s pleasure. 
When your dog barks, he is a guar­ 


dian: when the neighbor’s dog barks, 
he is a menace. When someone you 
love laughs, it is a joyous sound; when 
someone you don’t like laughs, it is 
nerve-wracking. 
When 
you 
manufacture the Concorde SST, the 
plane makes a sensible sound; when 
you live under its approach path, its 
noise is deadly. 
But when, as consumers, we are 
paying good money for our noise 
pollutants, we should be given an in­ 
formed choice. Raise your voices for 
the noise-labeling plan! 
Well, the skeptics quite probably feel 
that good old American know-how 
could cut noise and keep prices under 
control. And the Environmental 
Protection Agency is proposing a 
sensible 
program to test 
the 
manufacturers. 
They propose a plan that would 
require manufacturers to place noise 
labels on their products. With such 
labeling, consumers could make in­ 
formed choices as to which to buy. 
More importantly, it could encourage 


makers to go back to the drawing 
board and use some ingenuity toward 
producing quieter products at a 
competitive price. 


Of course, the manufacturers are 
screaming 
“Government 
in­ 
terference.” At public hearings in 
Washington, they called for voluntary 
action 
rather than 
mandatory 
labeling. Comarative labeling, argued 
one corporate dissenter, “would 
produce a virtual nightmare for 
regulated businesses and would result 
in public confusion.” 
I do not understand business’s 
nightmares, but I am certain the 
public wouldn’t be confused by noise- 
comparison labels. They would be 
delighted. It’s time the public stood up 
for its rights and did its share of 
yelping in favor of the E.P.A. 
proposal; the noise could be deafening 
for awhile with a national outcry, but 
once the Environmental Noise 
Program was a reality, we would have 
a quieter atmosphere.

NEW YORK (AP) - In its noble 
-quest 
perfection -in medical -caee,- 
environment, technology and even 
equality — is America insuring its 
future mediocrity? 
The vote to date, of course, is that, 
no, it isn’t. But the possibility is often 
suggested, and sometimes angrily, 
especially by business executives. At 
issue aren’t the goals, they say, but the 
way in which we seek them. 
Edgar B. Speer, U.S. Steel Corp. 
chairman, maintains the company is 
in IOO per cent agreement with en­ 
vironmental goals. In the same breath 
he says the administration of en­ 
vironmental laws is costing many 
thousands of jobs. 
Alan Miller, president of American 
Medicorp, Inc., which operates 54 
private hospitals, argues that the 
Carter administration effort to limit 
hospitals to a 9 per cent increase in 
insurance reimbursements will hurt 
the most efficient institutions. 
The efficient ones, he points out, 
already have striven to hold down 
costs. The inefficient ones, in contrast, 
have lots of fat to cut away before 
reaching the bone. 
Executives of automotive and other 
companies maintain that our apparent 
desire to produce the safest products in 
the shortest time is adding inexorably 
to inflation. 
Officials of savings and loan 
associations and other lenders argue 
that the insistence of government 
officials and civic groups that they 
invest in blighted inner city areas is 
endangering their depositors’ money. 
The general theme of the complaints 
is that perfection carries a big price 
tag, channeling money into non- 
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productive areas, raising prices, 
' cutting into job-producing investments 
in new facilities. 
Speer argues that it is economic 
suicide for steel companies to spend on 
older plants to meet clean air and 
water requirements. Not, he says, 
when those plants are rapidly 
becoming obsolete technologically. 
If the same money were invested in 
new facilities, he said, the company 
would be able to triple the en­ 
vironmental effectiveness of its 
dollars. And the country, not just in­ 
cidentally, would have more jobs and a 
more competitive industry. 
“There is no way we can justify 
making 
expenditures 
on 
these 
facilities in order to bring them under 
compliance,” he said. 
Wouldn’t it be better, he asked, if 
such plants, whose life span is limited, 
be relieved of some requirements? 
“What would be the consequence if 
we required all automobile owners to 
bring their existing vehicles up to 
current environmental standards?” 
asked an associate. The implication 
was that millions would howl in one 
chorus.

Speaking Of Your Health

I’m 20 and recently had a biopsy of 
the breast. It was not a cancer. But I 
was told that I will probably get a 
breast cancer in the next ten years. I 
was told it was not cystic mastitis, but 
it had a very long name that I can’t 
recall. Can you tell me the correct 
name? The doctor said 'that it was 
precancerous tissue that looks like 
cancer, but is not. I know that I’m 
supposed to keep a close watch-out for 
more tumors. Is there anything I can 
do to prevent its coming? 
Mrs. P.T., Tex. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
I am dumbfounded by your letter. It 
is beyond my wildest belief that any 
doctor would tell a patient that she 
“will probably get breast cancer 
within the next ten years.” 
Doctors cannot make prophesies or 
speculate about time. If this statement 
was actually made it did you a great 
injustice 
by 
introducing 
the 
destructive fear into your life. It may 
very well be that in the state of anxiety 
following your breast biopsy you did 
not really hear or understand the 
doctor’s message. Your inability to 
recall the exact name may be further 
evidence of your concern at that time. 
Certainly, another visit with the 
surgeon, accompanied by your 
husband or other family member, 
would clarify your confusion and allay 
your anxiety. I urge you to do this, 
rather than to allow many years of 
unhappiness and anxiety to dominate 
your lives. 


Insist that the doctor, not you, keep a 
close “watch-out” for more tumors. 
When you get the correct name, be 
sure that you understand its meaning, 
for unexplained names of diseases can 
in themselves be terrifying. 
Don’t spend the next ten years 
worrying about a condition that will 
probably never arise. 


. Could you write something about 
Alzheimer’s disease? I’m having 
trouble finding any information on this 
subject. Two years ago, the doctor 
diagnosed this as being my husband’s 
trouble. 
Mrs. J.W., Ohio. 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
This condition occurs occasionally in 
the elderly. It is believed that it is due 
to a shrinkage in the size and weight of 
the brain. This is known as “atrophy.” 
It is named after Dr. Alois 
Alzheimer, who first described this 
symptom complex at the beginning of 
the century. 
Severe loss of memory, depression, 
anxiety 
and, 
sometime*, 
un­ 
predictable behavior characterizes 
this neurogical condition. I am certain 
that the doctor who was knowledgable 
enough to make this diagnosis would 
have gladly answered all of your 
questions. No person should leave the 
doctor’s office without thoroughly 
understanding the diagnosis and the 
reasons for treatment. 
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DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - Dayton 
residents apparently are accepting the 
fluoridation <4 their water with a 
minimum of fuss. 
“There seems to be no significant 
reaction that I can detect,” said. 
Thomas Saygers, superintendent of 
the Dayton Division of Water Supply 
and Treatment. 
“We have tried to keep the citizens 
informed. Most of the citizens are 
aware of what is happening, and most 
of those who oppose fluoridation have 
had a chance to voice their oppostion. 
Its been going pretty smoothly.” 
Dayton began adding the .con­ 
troversial chemical to its water 
Monday morning after years of con­ 
troversy and court action. 
Only trace amounts al fluoride were 
added at first at the Ottowa Street 
plant, which provides about three- 
fourths of the city’s water supply, 
Saygers said. 
It will be added no later than today 
at the Miami Street plant, which 
supplies the rest of the city’s water. 
“We’re on-line (operational) at the 
Ottowa plant and we’re making ad­ 
justments at the Miami plant. With the 
new equipment we’re particularly 
concerned that it function very, very 
well and be adjusted properly. So 
we’re monitoring very closely. We will 
be on line in both plants at the end (rf 
the week.” 
The amounts will be increased 
throughout the week until the level 
reaches the state-recommended 
measure (rf one milligram per liter 
(one part per million) of water. 
This output level will be reached 
about Friday, Saygers said, although it 
will take another week for the 
fluoridated 
water 
to 
circulate 
throughout the distribution system.

In a large skillet over medium heat 
bring milk to a boil.

The Occupational Work Experience 
Program began it’s first year at Teays 
Valley this fall. The program is 
designed to help a student graduate 
while holding part-time employment in 
the private sedor.

The coordinator, Mr. Groff, stated 
that he has been very pleased with the 
students in the O.W.E. program. 


“BancOhio is planning to match the 
growing sophistication of the farmer 
with a growing sophistication in 
agribusiness banking,” Kenneth R.

“After all, farm­ 
ing is now a big business,” Murray 
explained, “And today’s farmer is a 
highly specialized businessman with 
critical economic concerns.” 
Speaking at the seminar for Banc­ 
Ohio bank presidents were noted 
agricultural economist Dr. Wallace 
(Wally) Barr of the Ohio State 
University’s Agricultural and Rural 
Sociology department and Joseph 
Nerone and Robert A. Mayer of 
Touche, Ross and Ck)., multinational 
accounting and consulting firm. 
Barr advised ways that BancOhio 
can help the farmer offset the financial 
impact of bumper crops and sub­ 
sequent price drops. Among his other 
recommendations were leasing land 
for expansion of farm operation and 
care in dollar saving to reduce gains. 
“Agriculture is a mixed bag,” Barr 
observed, “and the pendulum swings 
in a free enterprise system.” Wheat 
and com prices, for example, are 
below the total production costs and 
unless farmers are willing to store 
grain or hedged the price last spring, 
they will feel the full force of lowered 
assets. 
Nerone and Mayer advised many 
techniques for saving substantial 
amounts of tax dollars, including 
family income splitting, allocation of 
purchase price for land and various 
assets, marital trusts and forming 
father and son corporations as a tax 
break and incentive for the son to keep 
the farm in the family. 
“We believe we have a real 


responsibility to Ohio’s 115,000 farm­ 
ers,” Robert G. Stevens, chairman, 
president and chief executive officer 
told the bank presidents as he opened 
the two-day seminar. “We will con­ 
tinue to seek new ways to respond to 
the farmer’s economic needs and 
assist him in preparing for seasonal 
crises and price fluctuations.”

No Quitter 


GREENSBURG, Ohio (AP) - No 
one could ever accuse Gregg 
Rutherford of being a quitter. 
Less than a year ago, the 15-year-old 
tumbled out of a tree and became a 
quadriplegic when his neck was 
broken and spinal cord severed. A 
couple of weeks later he was flown to 
Columbus where specialists treated a 
near-fatal case of pneumonia. 
Now, Gregg is ready to start classes 
at North High School in Akron. 
He spent 33 weeks in hospitals and a 
rehabilitation center learning to do 
things for himself. In a world designed 
for those with healthy arms and legs, 
he can reach only with a stick held 
between his teeth. 
“For what he has been through, 
Gregg can do a remarkable number of 
things now,” said his mother, Mrs. 
Alice Rutherford. 
As if to emphasize his mother’s 
comment, Gregg came up the 
driveway in his electric-powered 
wheelchair. He turned sharply around 
a comer by the garage, maneuvered 
across a patio and up a concrete ramp 
leading to his room. 
At the top of the ramp he paused to 
take the control stick out of the 
wheelchair steering mechanism, 
deftly used it to press an electronic 
door opener, and rolled into his room. 
The special ramp, along with 
oversize sliding doors and an electric 
hospital bed are the only differences 
between Gregg’s room and one 
belonging to any other teenager. 


“ I miss hunting and being out with 
the dogs more than anything else,” 
Gregg said. “ I cannot spend as much 
time with them as I did.” 
His three hunting dogs are in a 
fenced area in the family’s back yard. 
From the glass door of his room, 
Gregg can see the dogs as well as the 
tree he fell from while trying to rescue 
a stranded cat. 
One of the dogs stood guard over 
Gregg’s limp but conscious body after 
he fell. Mrs. Rutherford believes that 
saved his life. 
“If Gregg’s friend o r anyone had 
tried to move him, there is no way he 
could have survived with his injury,” 
she said. “But that dog kept everyone 
away until I got there and saw how 
badly he was hurt.” 
Gregg said he has never been par­ 
ticularly depressed about being a 
quadriplegic. But he never allows 
others to suggest what might have 
been.

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) — Free 
exchange of steelmaking technology 
has kept the U.S. steel industry in 
competition, not hurt it,' according to 
the manager of Armco Steel’s Mid­ 
dletown Works. 
However, C.G. Kramer said the 
industry cannqt compete when the 
foreign producers “don’t play by the 
same rules.” 
Kramer was asked why steel 
producers train foreign producers in 
steelmaking techniques if they don’t 
welcome the competition. 
“ Plain enough,” said Kramer. 
“Obviously, it does more good than 
harm. We all benefit from foreign steel 
technology.” 
Kramer, who helped set up a steel 
mill in France seven years ago, said 
Armco continues to exchange visits 
with overseas firms and has a com­ 
mittee for exchange of technology with 
the Nippon Steel Co. of Japan. 
“You Can’t keep anything a secret 
very long in steel,” Kramer said. 
Foreign technology has benefitted 
the Middletown plant with a new Off 
Gas basic oxygen furnace, a con­ 
tinuous steel caster, the multimillion 
dollar coke plant now under con­ 
struction and the $1 billion expansion 
in the 1960s. 
“We went all around the world to 
make sure we had the best and most 
modern 
steelmaking 
equipment 
possible,” Kramer said. “If we hadn’t, 
there’s no way we’d be able to compete 
now.” 
The move to exchange information 
came after World War II because 
overseasiacilities had been destroyed. 
“Frankly, there were only two 
choices open to us then. The overseas 
nations, weakened by years of war, 
could have rebuilt with our know-how 
or with Russian know-how. You know 
how we’d stand on that then and now. 
“We have stayed with it because we 
can’t keep secrets in steel very long,” 
Kramer said. 
“We welcome fair competition,

domestic or foreign, but there’s a 
difference between the exchange of 
technology that benefits both parties 
and dumping of steel in our market 
below the cost of production.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland is wavering 
on announcing an acreage set-aside 
program to cut 
back 
1978 
corn 
production. 


“ We won’t have a set-aside unless 
we see we’re going to be overrun with 
com,” Bergland told a group of 
Delaware farmers here this week. 


Farmers this fall are harvesting 
what the 
Agriculture Department 
estimates to be a record com crop of 
6.3 billion bushels, more than experts 
now believe will be used in the coming 
year. 


But sources in USD A say Bergland 
and some of his top advisers feel that 
world export demand for feed grains — 
including a potential increase in sales 
to the Soviet Union — may be larger in 
1977-78 than currently expected. 


Also, with an upsurge in cattle 
feeding and other livestock operations, 
domestic feed grain use may turn out 
to be larger in the coming year. 
Right now, however*, USD A projects 
the com carryover supply next Oct. 1 
— the beginning of the new 1978-79 
marketing year — at around 1.35 
billion bushels, up from 876 million this 
Oct. 1. 
Bergland earlier this fall indicated 
that a decision on a 1978 feed grains 
set-aside program would be made by 
Oct. 1. Then it was decided to put it off 
until after the Oct. 12 crop report 
showing the 
new corn 
harvest 
estimate. As of last week, however, 
officials say a decision probably will 
be made around Nov. 1. 
The 1978 wheat set-aside decision 
was announced Aug. 29 
requiring 
farmers to reduce plantings from 1977 
and then to set aside land equal to 20 
per cent of the wheat they plant for 
next year’s harvest to be assured of 
full benefits under the Food and 
Agriculture 
Act’s 
target 
price 
provision. A 10 per cent set-aside for 
com and other feed grains has been 
under consideration. 
One of the most important reasons 
for Bergland now wavering on whether 
to have a 1978 com set-aside at all 
involves 
a 
rather 
complicated 
relationship between price support 
loan rates and the target prices for 
next year’s crop. 


Read The 
Classifieds 


The 1978 com target price is set by 
law at $2.10 a bushel. The loan rate will 
be $2 a bushel. 
Under the program, if market prices 
are depressed as they are now — com 
averaged $1.59 a bushel at the farm 
nationally last month — farmers who 
participate in the set-aside program, if 
it is announced, will be guaranteed 
payments to make up the difference 
between the loan rate and the target 
price. 


As it stands now, that would mean a 
payment of 10 cents a bushel to farm­ 
ers who cut back on 1978 com and 
complied 
with 
the 
set-aside 
requirement, 
Some USDA experts believe the 10- 
cent payment would not be enough to 
entice a high participation in a 1978 
program despite a rule that they would 
have to comply to be eligible for loans, 
payments and other benefits for com 
and other price-supported crops.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland is wavering 
on announcing an acreage set-aside 
program to cut back 1978 com 
production. 


“ We won’t have a set-aside unless 
we see we’re going to be overrun with 
corn,” Bergland told a group of 
Delaware farmers here this week. 
Farmers this fall are harvesting 
what the Agriculture Department 
estimates to be a record com crop of 
6.3 billion bushels, more than experts 
now believe w ill be used in the coming 
year. 


But sources in USDA say Bergland 
and some of his top advisers feel that 
world export demand for feed grains — 
including a potential increase in sales 
to the Soviet Union — may be larger in 
1977-78 than currently expected. 


Also, with an upsurge in cattle 
feeding and other livestock operations, 
domestic feed grain use may turn out 
to be larger in the coming year. 
Right now, however', USDA projects 
the com carryover supply next Oct. I 
— the beginning of the new 1978-79 
marketing year — at around 1.35 
billion bushels, up from 876 million this 
Oct. I. 
Bergland earlier this fall indicated 
that a decision on a 1978 feed grains 
set-aside program would be made by 
Oct. I. Then it was decided to put it off 
until after the Oct. 12 crop report 
showing the new corn harvest 
estimate. As of last week, however, 
officials say a decision probably will 
be made around Nov. I. 
The 1978 wheat set-aside decision 
was announced Aug. 29 requiring 
farmers to reduce plantings from 1977 
and then to set aside land equal to 20 
per cent of the wheat they plant for 
next year’s harvest to be assured of 
full benefits under the Food and 
Agriculture 
Act’s 
target 
price 
provision. A IO per cent set-aside for 
com and other feed grains has been 
under consideration. 
One of the most important reasons 
for Bergland now wavering on whether 
to have a 1978 com set-aside at all 
involves 
a 
rather 
complicated 
relationship between price support 
loan rates and the target prices for 
next year’s crop.

The 1978 com target price is set by 
law at $2.10 a bushel. The loan rate will 
be $2 a bushel. 
Under the program, if market prices 
are depressed as they are now — com 
averaged $1.59 a bushel at the farm 
nationally last month — farmers who 
participate in the set-aside program, if 
it is announced, will be guaranteed 
payments to make up the difference 
between the loan rate and the target 
price. 


As it stands now, that would mean a 
payment of IO cents a bushel to farm­ 
ers who cut back on 1978 com and 
complied 
with 
the 
set-aside 
requirement. 
Some USDA experts believe the lu­ 
cent payment would not be enough to 
entice a high participation in a 1978 
program despite a rule that they would 
have to comply to be eligible for loans, 
payments and other benefits for cora 
and other price-supported crops.

The Circleville Tigers and the Teays 
Valley Vikings will both be on the road 
in area grid action this Friday. 
Over in Fayette County will be 
taking place the game that some have 
spoken of since the pads were hauled 
out in the equipment room in August. 
The Tigers from Ro midtown will be 
taking on the Miami Trace Panthers, a 
team that has been heralded far and 
wide as one of the most ingressive in 
recent years, or even in not-so-recent 
years. Some scribes have even put the 
Panthers in the category of being 
among the top team in Ohio school 
football history. 
Anyone with even a general 
knowledge of the grid game can look at 
the Panthers and see that talent 
abounds, along with generous portions 
of strength and quickness. 
Perhaps the loudest accolades have 
been delivered concerning the Panther 
field General Art SchUchter — a 
legitimate prep All-American can­ 
didate in many books. 
How are the Tigers approaching the 
upcoming contest? Says CHS coach 
Larry Cook, “We are looking at this 
Friday’s game with Miami Trace as a 
once-in-a-lifetime, golden opportunity 
as players and coaches alike. The 
Panthers are an outstanding high 
school football team — that can’t even 
be questioned.

F or The Associated Press 
The day is clear, crisp and brightly 
lighted—what waterfowlers call your 
basic bluebird weather, fit mostly for 
song birds. 
I sit in a duck blind in a small marsh 
hoping in vain for a breeze, a cloud, 
hunger, restlessness—any natural 
influence that might encourage 
reluctant waterfowl to fly. 


LPGA To Ploy 
At Kings Island 


CINCINNATI (A P) - Tournament 
sponsors here have opted for the 
ladies Professional Golf Association 
championship instead of the Ohio 
Kings Island Open next year at the 
nearby Jack Nicklaus Golf Center. 
LPGA Commissioner Ray Volpe 
announced Tuesday that one of the 
tour’s two major championships — the 
other being the U.S. Open — will be 
played June 6-11 at the Mason, Ohio, 
course. 
The tournament will be carried on 
national television, according to 
tournament sponsors. 
Burch Riber, chairman of the 
championship, 
cited 
scheduling 
problems with the 
Professional 
Golfers Association and the rising 
popularity of the LPGA as among 
reasons for the switch. 
"On 
the 
Professional 
Golf 
Association tour, we were facing 
schedule problems,” Riber said. 
“ Although we were successful, we had 
no opportunity to grow and improve 
our position, 
“ We are arriving with the LPGA at 
the pinnacle of their tour and we could 
not pass up the opportunity.” 
Riber said he believed it was the first 
time that an organization ever left the 
PGA tour for the LPGA, but he said " I 
would not be surprised if it happened 
again. 
“ The momentum of the LPGA is 
terrific. We have great expectation for 
growth.” 
He expressed no disillusionment 
with the PGA organization and said 
PGA officials expressed "a little 
surprise” at the decision. 
“ We did not like what might happen 
to us,” Riber said concerning future 
scheduling plans for the tournament. 
“ We much prefer the dates in June 
to those in September when the OKIO 
was held.” 
Volpe said he hoped the cham­ 
pionship would remain at the southern 
Ohio course “ for many years to come” 
and added that there were multiple 
options if the sponsor was satisfied 
with the tournament.

But if they don’t, the day is not lost. 
Through oinoculars I watch the 
marsh’s master construction engineer 
build his winter home. Lugging com 
shucks, 
cobs 
and 
other 
handy 
vegetation by mouth, the muskrat 
erects a hut that will rise a foot or so 
above the water line. 
The “ rat's” residence may not look 
like much but it is quite well designed 
for a critter without a degree in ar­ 
chitecture. It will contain a separate 
underwater entrance and exit, an 
outside feeding platform and at least 
one interior compartment built well 
above the water level. 
Earlier, in the predawn blackness, I 
was greeted by hoots and screeches of 
two owls who reside in a nearby 
woodlot. 
Redwing blackbirds and grackles by 
the thousands, the scourge of area com 
farmers, wing from the marsh at 
daybreak. like locusts they descend in 
waves on standing com and weeds to 
dine on insects and seeds. 
A marsh hawk wheels overhead, 
eyes earthward, ever alert for an 
unsuspecting field mouse, ground 
squirrel or other small rodent. 
A fat, low-slung woodchuck scam­ 
pers across the dike to my right. 
Soybeans in adjacent fields have been 
harvested, thus ending the gourmet 
feasting that carried him and his 
relatives over the summer. He is 
reduced to scrounging for less suc­ 
culent fare to fatten him further for 
winter hibernation. 
When I cross a meadow at the end of 
the dike at day’s end I am almost 
certain to flush a family of three deer. 
They have established a trail from 
their daytime bedding grounds north 
of the marsh, across the meadow and 
through the woods to the bean field 
they shared with the woodchucks. The 
trio consists of a doe and twin 
yearlings. The young already can fend 
for themselves and will be leaving 
their mother’s care any day, as many 
other of last spring’s arrivals already 
have. 
A marsh like this is expensive to 
maintain and manage. That explains 
why marsh acreage is dwindling 
constantly as more and more is con­ 
verted to other uses, principally 
agricultural. 
The 10-acre pond is diked. In the 
spring its dry floor is planted in 
soybeans, corn and buckwheat. The 
beans are harvested and the rest is fall 
flooded as it stands to provide food for 
waterfowl. 
For managing the marsh, its owners 
are rewarded with a 43-day hunting 
season during which they shoot every 
other day or less. 
For the balance of the year the 
marsh is a refuge, an important 
contribution to the preservation of life 
in its wild and natural state.

A fat, low-slung woodchuck scam­ 
pers across the dike to my right. 
Soybeans in adjacent fields have been 
harvested, thus ending the gourmet 
feasting that carried him and his 
relatives over the summer. He is 
reduced to scrounging for less suc­ 
culent fare to fatten him further for 
winter hibernation. 
When I cross a meadow at the end of 
the dike at day’s end I am almost 
certain to flush a family of three deer. 
They have established a trail from 
their daytime bedding grounds north 
of the marsh, across the meadow and 
through the woods to the bean field 
they shared with the woodchucks. The 
trio consists of a doe and twin 
yearlings. The young already can fend 
for themselves and will be leaving 
their mother’s care any day, as many 
other of last spring’s arrivals already 
have. 
A marsh like this is expensive to 
maintain and manage. That explains 
why marsh acreage is dwindling 
constantly as more and more is con­ 
verted to other uses, principally 
agricultural. 
The 10-acre pond is diked. In the 
spring its dry floor is planted in 
soybeans, corn and buckwheat. The 
beans are harvested and the rest is fall 
flooded as it stands to provide food for 
waterfowl. 
For managing the marsh, its owners 
are rewarded with a 43-day hunting 
season during which they shoot every 
other day or less.

administers turned to the Ohio General 
Assembly for assistance. 
The legislative leadership appointed 
a joint ad hoc committee to look into 
the Cleveland matter. The committee 
met Wednesday afternoon. It heard

testimony from officials of the State 
Board of Education and the Cleveland 
school district. As a result of their 
investigation, the committee (or more 
accurately, the Democrat leadership 
of the Senate and House) has decided 
to recommend changing Ohio law to 
permit the Cleveland school district — 
and no others — to finish the year with 
a deficit. 
The decision to allow Cleveland to 
incur a deficit in the operation of its 
school is a potentially dangerous one. 
Although a pay-back schedule must be 
submitted to the 
state school 
superintendent, there is really no 
guarantee that the system will in fact 
be any better off financially next year 
than it is today. Moreover, allowing 
Cleveland to end the year in debt may 
well bring increased demands for 
similar treatment from other school 
districts facing similar financial 
problems. This proposed legislation 
does nothing to solve the financial 
crisis facing Ohio schools; it merely 
gives Cleveland schools a breathing 
space to try to solve their somewhat 
unique problems. 
In other Senate action, the Energy 
and Public Utilities Committee con­ 
cluded two days of hearings on 
Amended House Bill 415. This bill 
would create a new State Energy 
Department which would be given 
broad powers to oversee virtually all 
energy-related matters that fall under 
state jurisdiction. Over 20 witnesses 
testified — both pro and con — con­ 
cerning the proposed new agency. One 
highlight of the testimony came from 
representatives of Attorney General 
William Brown, who had their own 
version of a state department of 
energy. Among other things, Brown 
wants to do away with the Public 
Utilities Commission (PUCO) and 
create a new “Energy Court of 
Appeals" to handle potential disputes. 
It is not considered likely that Brown’s 
version of the bill will be incorporated 
into the present bill being heard by the 
committee. It is also likely that no final 
action will be taken on the bill before 
the Senate reconvenes on October 19. 
One important piece of legislation 
that will probably be ready for full 
Senate action next week is the capital 
improvements budget. Hearings were 
held this week and substantial 
testimony was taken. More hearings 
are set for next Monday and Senate 
floor action is expected next Wed­ 
nesday or Thursday. 
No further movement was detected 
this week on the bill which would 
specify whether the Governor and Ll. 
Governor must run separately or as a 
team in the primary election, nor on a 
bill to redistrict (or gerrymander) 
Ohio’s Congressional districts.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Columbia 
Gas Transmission Corp. was ordered 
Wednesday to- answer Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown’s charges of 
mismanagement. 
The Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio, in denying Columbia’s motion to 
be dismissed from the case, ordered 
the utility to answer Brown’s charges 
before Nov. 4. 
Meanwhile, PUCO decided not to 
investigate charges of profiteering 
leveled by Ohio Consumer Council 
Willianf Spratley against six major 
utilities, and authorized Dayton Power 
& Light to increase its electric rates 
enough to bring in another $569,000 a 
year. 
Brown 
said 
last 
April 
that 
mismanagement and mistakes within 
the gas transmision corporation and 
its distribution companies directly 
contributed to last winter’s energy 
crisis. 
Last 
month, 
PUCO 
ordered 
Columbia Gas of Ohio to answer 
Brown’s charges by Oct. 27. A similar 
request by Columbia LNG to be 
dismissed from the case is pending. 
Brown said PUCO’s decision means 
the transmission company can be 
monitored by the State of Ohio. He is 
asking PUCO to make the company 
report its available natural gas and 
gas storage facilities. 
The attorney general also wants 
PUCO to order Columbia Gas to lower 
its rates to reflect the damage he says 
Ohio’s economy suffered during the 
energy crisis, or refund the money to 
its customers. 
PUCO dropped the charges against 
the six utilities after Spratley notified 
them he did not want his letter alleging 
the companies made excess profits to 
be considered a formal complaint.

The utility provides electricity to 
about 400,000 customers in 24 south­ 
western Ohio counties. 
The commission Wednesday also 
reduced from 98.64 to 98.28 DP&L’s 
Target Thermal Efficiency, which is a 
measure of how efficiently the utility 
produces elecricity. If a utility con­ 
sistently fails to meet its TTE, the 
commission may consider this cause to 
deny rate hikes.

schools.” 
Croom testified before a join t 
meetin g of the Sen ate En ergy an d 
Pu blic Utilities Committee an d of the 
Hou se En ergy an d En v iron men t 
Committee. 
With a win ter 16.5 per cen t colder 
than n ormal, he ou tlin ed these cu r­ 
tailmen t lev els: 
—On e hu n dred per cen t cu ts of large 
in du stries that can su bstitu te altern ate 
fu els for n atu ral gas; 
—Ten per cen t cu rtailmen t of large 
n on su bstitu table in du strial loads; 
—Forty per cen t of large com­ 
mercial loads. 
“Cu rtailmen t projection s are based 
on con tin u ed cu stomer con serv ation 
an d n o sign ifican t chan ge in ex pected 
su pply ,” he said. 
The gas compan y is goin g in to the 
win ter with the in ten tion of cu ttin g 
large in du strial boilers by 100 per cen t, 
a stan dard practice ov er the last 
sev eral y ears, affectin g 638 cu stomers. 


Croom said the u tility ex pected that 
con serv ation by residen tial an d small 
commercial cu stomers wou ld sav e 
abou t 6,100 million cu bic feet of gas 
this y ear.

COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP> - Ohio 
wou ld become the 40th state with a 
program to help low an d moderate 
in come families acqu ire better 
hou sin g if Issu e 3 on the Nov . 8 ballot is 
adopted. 
Bu t wou ld it raise y ou r tax es? 
No, claim backers of the proposal, 
who bru sh aside some scattered 
con cern s that the state or its par­ 
ticipatin g su bdiv ision s cou ld get 
cau ght with delin qu en t mortgages an d 
cou ldn ’t collect. 
The reason : The loan s wou ld be 
secu red. So, say s William A. Ix ison cy , 
ex ecu tiv e director of the Ohio Hou sin g 
Dev elopmen t Board, in each in stan ce, 
the state wou ld hav e the adv an tage of 
Federal Hou sin g Admin istration in ­ 
su ran ce, Veteran s Admin istration 
gu aran tees, or priv ate in su ran ce. 
“Ev en if thin gs happen that we don ’t 
ex pect to happen , we’ll get 99 cen ts 
back on ev ery dollar. An d we will set 
u p a reserv e fu n d from the bon ds to get 
back that other pen n y ,” Ix ison cy said. 
There is n o organ ized opposition to 
Issu e 3. It has the en dorsemen t of Gov . 
James A. Rhodes an d legislativ e 
leaders of both parties, an d v ariou s 
statewide grou ps, in clu din g the 
Committee for Better Hou sin g, the 
Hou sin g Coalition , the Leagu e of 
Women Voters, an d others. 
Here’s how the program wou ld 
work:

$100 million a y ear in self retirin g 
rev en u e bon ds, to be retired with ren ts 
charged ten an ts of the n ew hou sin g.

Loson cy said on e of the biggest 
adv an tages of the program is that 
Ohio’s hou sin g bon ds wou ld be tax 
free, ju st like mu n icipal bon ds. This 
mean s that when the state len ds 
hou sin g dollars, it can pass alon g the 
tax sav in gs by chargin g in terest rates 
two or fou r per cen t below the cu rren t 
n in e per cen t av erage market rate. 
Three ty pes of programs wou ld be 
au thorized. 


—IX)ANS TO LENDERS . The state, 
alon g with city or cou n ty gov ern men ts 
which cou ld start similar programs, 
loan mon ey to ban ks, sav in gs an d 
loan s, an d other len din g in stitu tion s 
with the stipu lation that loan s mu st be 
for low or moderate in come hou sin g. 
The pu blic agen cy wou ld set in come 
brackets which defin ed “low an d 
moderate.”

say in g Ohio is missin g ou t on federal 
hou sin g fu n ds for lack of su ch a 
program, took a similar con stitu tion al 
amen dmen t to the people in 1975. 
It was defeated, bu t wen t down with 
three other amen dmen ts in the 
gov ern or’s ill fated 
“ econ omic 
recov ery ” program — which all 
together called for $4.5 billion worth of 
state bon d issu es, to be paid off ov er 30 
y ears, with accompan y in g in creases in 
the sales an d gasolin e tax es.

Columbia Gas 
Ready For 
W inter 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Columbia Gas of Ohio executive told 
state lawmakers Wednesday that 
Ohio’s largest gas utility could 
withstand a winter as cold as 1976-77 
without serious hardship to 'its 
customers. 
John 
Croom, 
Columbia 
vice 
president and chief engineer, said 
temperatures approaching the 17.8 
degrees colder than normal level of 
last winter “would not inflict any 
hardship on our customers to the 
degree of closing down plants and 
certainly not to the degree of closing 
schools.” 
Croom testified before a joint 
meeting of the Senate Energy and 
Public Utilities Committee and of the 
House Energy and Environment 
Committee. 
With a winter 16.5 per cent colder 
than normal, he outlined these cur­ 
tailment levels: 
—One hundred per cent cuts of large 
industries that can substitute alternate 
fuels for natural gas; 
—Ten per cent curtailment of large 
nonsubstitutable industrial loads; 
—Forty per cent of large com­ 
mercial loads. 
“Curtailment projections are based 
on continued customer conservation 
and no significant change in expected 
supply," he said. 
The gas company is going into the 
winter with the intention of cutting 
large industrial boilers by IOO per cent, 
a standard practice over the last 
several years, affecting 638 customers. 


Croom said the utility expected that 
conservation by residential and small 
commercial customers would save 
about 6,100 million cubic feet of gas 
this year.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
would become the 40th state with a 
program to help low and moderate 
income families acquire better 
housing if Issue 3 on the Nov. 8 ballot is 
adopted. 
But would it raise your taxes? 
No, claim backers of the proposal, 
who brush aside some scattered 
concerns that the state or its par­ 
ticipating subdivisions could get 
caught with delinquent mortgages and 
couldn’t collect. 
The reason: The loans would be 
secured. So, says William A. Losoncy, 
executive director of the Ohio Housing 
Development Board, in each instance, 
the state would have the advantage of 
Federal Housing Administration in­ 
surance, Veterans Administration 
guarantees, or private insurance. 
“Even if things happen that we don’t 
expect to happen, we’ll get 99 cents 
back on every dollar. And we will set 
up a reserve fund from the bonds to get 
back that other penny,” Losoncy said. 
There is no organized opposition to 
Issue 3. It has the endorsement of Gov. 
James A. Rhodes and legislative 
leaders of both parties, and various 
statewide groups, including the 
Committee for Better Housing, the 
Housing Coalition, the League of 
Women Voters, and others. 
Here’s how the program would 
work: 
The 
seven-member 
housing 
development board could sell up to 
$100 million a year in self retiring 
revenue bonds, to be retired with rents 
charged tenants of the new housing. 
The bonded indebtedness could not 
exceed $1 billion. 
Losoncy said one of the biggest 
advantages of the program is that 
Ohio’s housing bonds would be tax 
free, just like municipal bonds. This 
means that when the state lends 
housing dollars, it can pass along the 
tax savings by charging interest rates 
two or four per cent below the current 
nine per cent average market rate. 
Three types of programs would be 
authorized. 


-LOANS TO LENDERS: The state, 
along with city or county governments 
which could start similar programs, 
loan money to banks, savings and 
loans, and other lending institutions 
with the stipulation that loans must be 
for low or moderate income housing. 
The public agency would set income 
brackets which defined “low and 
moderate.” These loans would be at 
about seven per cent for the borrower. 
-M ORTGAGE 
PURCHASES: 
Lending institutions initiate the loans 
under guidelines set by the housing 
development board; the state pur­ 
chases the mortgages. Average in­ 
terest rate to the homeowner; about 
6^4 per cent. 
—DIRECT LOANS: The housing 
development board makes direct loans 
to builders or developers for multi­ 
family units such as apartm ent 
buildings, in conjunction with federal 
programs. These units would be 
primarily for the elderly and low in­ 
come families. 
Despite wide support for Issue 3, its 
background spans several years, 
mostly because of the belief by many 
that the state couldn't get into the 
housing business without violating its 
own constitution. 
The belief was confirmed in 1976, 
when the Ohio Supreme Court struck 
down a December 1974 statute which 
contained the same provisions as the 
proposal on the Nov. 8 ballot. The 
reason cited was that the constitution 
prohibits the state from pledging its 
faith and credit to private individuals 
and corporations. 
Scattered 
members 
of 
the 
legislature who voted this year against 
putting Issue 3 on the ballot said they 
didn’t want to see this safeguard taken 
out of the constitution even for a 
purpose 
they 
termed 
worthy. 
However, one opponent, Rep. Norman 
A. Murdock, R-21 Cincinnati, and 
others conceded the people should 
have the right to make the decision. 
Rhodes, who gave his unqualified 


support for the proposal recently, 
saying Ohio is missing out on federal 
housing funds for lack of such a 
program, took a similar constitutional 
amendment to the people in 1975. 
It was defeated, but went down with 
three other amendments in the 
governor’s ill fated 
“ economic 
recovery" program — which all 
together called for $4.5 billion worth of 
state bond issues, to be paid off over 30 
years, with accompanying increases in 
the sales and gasoline taxes. 
Backers say Issue 3 deserves a 
chance to stand or fall on its own 
merit. 
Big Is 
Beautiful 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - While tooth­ 
pick-thin models paraded past buyers 
at the California Mart, a heftier 
contingent was staging a much larger 
trade and fashion show. 
“Big Is Beautiful," the first major 
national exhibit of fashions for fat 
women, drew an overflow crowd to the 
Mart theater this week to view bulky 
models bouncing down the runway in 
jogging suits, negligees and evening 
gowns. 


There were shouts, applause and 
wolf whistles. 
“The message of the show is that 
just because you’re overweight, you 
don’t have to look dowdy and ugly," 
said Marilyn Wheeler, the Mart’s 
special events coordinator who 
planned the unique three-day exhibit 
and fashion show. 
“There are intelligent, aggressive, 
witty big women who don’t want to 
wear a tent forever," said Miss 
Wheeler. 
The trade 
show 
features 
62 
manufacturers specializing in the 
large and ha lf-size market — sizes 18 
to 52. 
There were a few problems 
backstage, Miss Wheeler noted. “We 
realized we couldn’t have the models 
changing back-to-back. And a size 20 
sample just didn’t fit all of them.’’ 
David London, whose wife, Nancy 
Austin, is a top designer for heavy 
women, said, “Over 30 per cent of the 
women in this country are in large and 
half sizes. That’s 22 million American 
women in our market." 
Seven years ago London and his wife 
— who now weighs 273 pounds — 
opened a small Las Vegas boutique for 
“Queen-sized women.” 
Ms. Austin, a comedienne, had 
appeared on a TV show and was 
inundated with mail from big women 
asking: “Where can I find clothes like 
yours?” 
“We opened our boutique with 300 
garments and in the first week we sold 
all but 23 pieces," she recalled. 
Nancy Austin Fashions now has four 
stores and a factory that distributes to 
specialty shops across the country. 
They also sell large-size patterns for 
home seamstresses. 
Ms. Austin said she’s fighting 
fashion stereotypes imposed on fat 
women. “We make very few garments 
in black... I remember having nothing 
to choose from but black button-down- 
the-front dresses. 
“We emphasize color and a youthful 
look,” said Ms. Austin, whose new 
collection includes decorated jeans, 
brightly printed handkerchief-style 
blouses and a long lacy peasant dress 
that doubles as a bridal gown.

New Energy Supply Surveys 
Indicate Enough Fuel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - New energy 
supply surveys indicate the nation 
could get through even a severe winter 
this year without the extensive plant 
closings and layoffs that hit last 
winter. 
An Energy Department survey 
shows the nation should have enough 
fuel oil this winter to make up for 
expected shortages of natural gas, 
even if the weather is severe. 
At the same time, the staff of the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Com­ 
mission reported there may be more 
natural gas available for emergency 
purchases this winter than last. 
Taken together with commission 
findings that interstate pipelines have 
found additional gas supplies in recent 
months and with the ability of in­ 
dustries to switch to alternate fuels, 
the new surveys appear to indicate the 
nation’s energy supply will not cause 
economic disruptions as severe as last 
winter’s. 
The department is to combine all of 
the information in an official public 
report later this month or in early 


November. 
But the key information already has 
been submitted by the commission 
staff and the department in memos to 
the commission, which has been 
closely watching the prospect of 
natural gas shortages. 
The commission has predicted gas 
shortages in the neighborhood of 23 per 
coit this winter, meaning gas supplies 
would fall 23 per cent below the 
amount pipeline companies are 
committed to deliver, and shortages 
close to that appear certain to occur. 
But many industries can avoid 
shutting down operations when their 
gas service is curtailed by switching to 
fuel oil or propane. And, the recent 
reports indicate that the gas shorgage 
will be a little less severe than 
previously feared, because some new 
gas supplies may be available. 
. .“Certain states appear more 
susceptible than others to shortages of 
alternate fuels,” the Energy Depart­ 
ment reported. 
In normal winter weather, it said, 
there should be no shortages of either

Operating earnings for the third 
quarter of 1977 were 99 cents per share, 
an increase of 24 percent over the third 
quarter of 1976 when earnings were 
$5.8 million or 80 cents per share. 
Operating earnings for the nine 
months ended September 30 of $20.1 
million or $2.75 per share were 16 
percent higher than the $17.3 million or 
$2.37 
per share earned in 
the 
corresponding 1976 period. 
Net income, after securities trans­ 
actions, for the first nine months was 
$19.9 million or $2.73 per share com­ 
pared to $2.40 per share for the same 
period in 1976. 
In the first nine months of 1977 the 
corporation’s spread (the difference 
between interest income and interest 
paid as a percent of total assets) in­ 
creased 17 basis points over the same 
period in 1976 to 3.66 percent. This 
increase, combined with a $214 million 
growth in average earnings assets, 


increased tax equivalent net interest 
income 13 percent go $102 million. 
Stevens also reported that com­ 
mercial loans outstanding, which 
averaged $548 million in the first nine 
months of 1976, increased 24 percent to 
an average of $679 million for the first 
nine months of 1977. Consumer in­ 
stallment and real estate loans, 
primarily home mortgages, increased 
14 percoit and 15 percent respectively. 
Total consumer savings deposits also 
continued their strong growth patterns 
of 1976, increasing 16 percent to a 
record high level of $1.2 billion. 
The provision fcr loan losses for the 
nine month period was $7.6 million, 
approximately the same as in the 
corresponding period of 1976. The 
valuation reserve for loan losses was 
$18.7 million at the end of September, 
representing 1.0 percent of loans 
outstanding. Stevens said that loan 
losses were expected to be lower in 
1977 than in 1976. However, the reserve 
for loan losses has continued to in­ 
crease in recognition of the strong 
growth in the loan port-folio ex­ 
perienced during 1977.

middle distillate (light) fuel oil or 
residual (heavy) fuel oil. 
In a winter IO per cent colder than 
normal, it said, a shortage of light fuel 
oil could develop only in Montana, and 
there should be no shortages of heavy 
oil. Last winter averaged 11.5 per cent 
colder than normal. 
In a memo obtained by The 
Associated Press, however, the 
department warned that propane 
could run short in a few states because 
of inadequate transportation. 
Propane supplies may be tight in the 
Carolinas even in a normal winter, the 
department said, and in severe 
weather propane shortages could 
spread to Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. 
On Monday, a commission staff 
study indicated six interstate pipelines 
which previously expected gas 
shortages causing thousands of plant 
shutdowns have found additional gas 
supplies and now anticipate only a few 
plant closings.

Co llege, the Univ ersity o f Io wa, and 
Claremo nt Univ ersity Center, say s he 
co ndu cted the stu dy in p art to answer a 
nu mber o f bo o ks q u estio ning whether 
many co llege stu dents actu ally belo ng 
there. 
The stu dy co ntends that the $85 
billio n 
a 
y ear 
sp ent 
o n 
higher 
edu catio n retu rns abo u t three times 
that amo u nt in intellectu ally and 
so cially bro adened gradu ates. 
“One o f the benefits o f attending 
co llege is simp ly the satisfactio ns that 
co me fro m the attendance itself — 
fro m the learning, the stimu lu s o f 
interesting p eo p le and ideas, the 
so ciability , the p leasant su rro u ndings, 
and the memo rable ex p eriences,” the 
stu dy co nclu des. 


“Co llege also o p ens u p to many 
p eo p le 
new 
interests, 
new 
awarenesses, and new u nderstandings 
that are an imp o rtant basis o f lifetime 
satisfactio ns.” 
Altho u gh the rep o rt finds that the 
co llege ex p erience will add meaning to 
the rest o f a stu dent’s life, it reco gnizes 
that the ex p erience can v ary fro m 
stu dent to stu dent and co llege to 
co llege. 
It can be 
negativ e 
fo r 
so me. 
“Stu dents learn to smo ke, to drink, to 
u se dru gs, and so me ru in their knees 
p lay ing fo o tball,” Bo wen said in a 
recent interv iew. 
Of all the co ntribu tio ns o f co llege, 
Bo wen finds the enhancement o f 
family life the mo st significant, p ar­ 
ticu larly in fo stering an attitu de o f 
intellectu al cu rio sity in the ho mes o f 
co llege gradu ates. That cu rio sity and 
its effects, he feels, co ntribu tes 
markedly to fu tu re generatio ns. 
Fo r ex amp le, the stu dy finds that 
mo re time and tho u ght are giv en to 
raising children in co llege-edu cated 
families. The children tend to do better 
in scho o l and in tu rn are likely to at­ 
tend co llege, as will their children, 
bu ilding a so lid base fo r a better 
edu cated America.

“We are seeing our efforts to bring 
more federal dollars into Ohio bear 
fruit,” Rhodes said. “This funding for 
95 separate projects means a lot to 
those people trying to improve our 
community parks and recreation 
areas.” 
The L&WCF progarm provides up to 
50 percent reimbursement for public 
outdoor 
recreation 
projects. 
Generally, the federal government 
provides half the cost of a project and 
the sponsoring local subdivision 
supplies the remainder.

NEW YORK (AP) - The fringe 
benefits of a college education range 
from athletic competition to a happier, 
more creative family life, says a new 
study, undertaken in part to counter 
the 
allegation 
that 
too 
many 
Americans are overeducated. 
The study was directed by economist 
Howard Bowen and financed by the 
Sloan Foundation and the Carnegie 
Council on Policy Studies iii higher 
education. 
Bowen, former president of Grinnell 
College, the University of Iowa, and 
Claremont University Center, says he 
conducted the study in part to answer a 
number of books questioning whether 
many college students actually belong 
there. 
The study contends that the $85 
billion 
a 
year spent on 
higher 
education returns about three times 
that amount in intellectually and 
socially broadened graduates. 
“One of the benefits of attending 
college is simply the satisfactions that 
come from the attendance itself — 
from the learning, the stimulus of 
interesting people and ideas, the 
sociability, the pleasant surroundings, 
and the memorable experiences,” the 
study concludes. 


“College also opens up to many 
people 
new 
interests, 
new 
awarenesses, and new understandings 
that are an important basis of lifetime 
satisfactions.” 
Although the report finds that the 
college experience will add meaning to 
the rest of a student's life, it recognizes 
that the experience can vary from 
student to student and college to 
college. 
It can be negative for some. 
"Students learn to smoke, to drink, to 
use drugs, and some ruin their knees 
playing football,” Bowen said in a 
recent interview. 
Of all the contributions of college, 
Bowen finds the enhancement of 
family life the most significant, par­ 
ticularly in fostering an attitude of 
intellectual curiosity in the homes of 
college graduates. That curiosity and 
its effects, he feels, contributes 
markedly to future generations. 
For example, the study finds that 
more time and thought are given to 
raising children in college-educated 
families. The children tend to do better 
in school and in turn are likely to at­ 
tend college, as will their children, 
building a solid base for a better 
educated America.
